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INVESTIGATING “TRUST.” 


Testimony Being Taken at Washington 
in Regard to Its Doings. 


The Congressional Committee Began on Monday of This Week 
to Hear Witnesses for the Publishers—John Norris Testifies- 
Others to Be Heard Later—Paper Men to Have Innings. 


\ delegation of publishers, headed by Herman Ridder, president 
of the American Newspaper Publishers’ Association, went to Wash 
ington last Saturday to urge the repeal of the duty on paper and 
wood pulp. The campaign these men waged among the members 
of the House caused surprise among the leaders, and also the com 
mittee appointed under the Cannon resolution to investigate the 
so called print paper trust to determine whether the price has been 
raised arbitrarily by agreement among the manufacturers 

A hearing was held in the afternoon, and while the publishers 
were not fully prepared to appear as witnesses, they were better 
prepared to proceed than the Congressional committee which has 
the work in charge The publishers’ delegation, which numbered 
about twenty, swooped down upon all members of Congress in sight 
and appealed to them personally to come out in favor of the Stevens 
bill, which is now held up by the Ways and Means Committee 
There was aewordy war between Herman Ridder and Speaker Can 
non in regard to the matter; in fact a greater part of the afternoon 
was given over to personal encounters between members of the 
House and the visiting committee of publishers 

John Norris, business manager of the New York Times, was 
the first witness called before the Congressional Investigating Com 
mittee on Monday. This was really the first day of taking testi 
mony. Mr. Norris was on the stand all day. The evidence which 
Mr. Norris offered was in the shape of replies by members of th« 
Publishers’ Association to queries propounded to them by the asso 
ciation. This evidence included a statement of a variation in the 
price of paper of from $2 to $17 a ton in the last two years. Mr 
Mann remarked that it disclosed just the reverse of the contentior 
that there is a combination to maintain uniform prices. Mr. Norris, 
however, declared that it was the avowed purpose of the paper 
makers to regulate the price at the time of the hearing before the 
Dingley committee in 1896, and he contended that their present 
course was in harmony with that avowal 

Mr. Norris laid before the committee a large nurober of replies 
of newspapers of the query: “Have any agents or riills withdrawn 
quotations previously made to you, or have they neglected or r 
fused to quote prices to you, or have they changed previous of 
fers?” These replies all tended to show that some paper com- 
panies had declined to make offers, others had withdrawn or 
changed their quotations, and still others had announced their 
product entirely sold. 

In the case of the Chicago Daily Journal it was stated that no 
broker or representative of any paper mill had called on that 
paper since June 1, 1906, to quote prices or ask for their business 





“It seems to us,” the Journal wrote, “that there is an understand 
ng that we are the Cheboygan’s customer, and will t tick 
to that mill.” Efforts to obtain prices elsewhere, the Journal 
wrote, were without avail. 

“Do you understand,” asked Mr. Sims, “from that statement 
that they left the impression that the other companies, except the 
Cheboygan, were refusing to quote because they knew the Cheboy 


gan had made quotations?’ 

“We distinctly alleged,” Mr. Norris replied, “that these peo 
had understandings, and we will give statements where they have 
been told that they were the customer of one mill, and that no 
other mill would bid.” 

Chat there was unity of action by selling agents or uniformity 
in the price of paper was attested by several hundred newspapers 
in reply to queries by the Publishers’ Associatiotr [hese replies, 
vhich Mr. Norris read, almost without exception were positive 
statements that the publishers had observed such unity of action 

Still another set. of replies was submitted by Mr. Norris, by 
which he undertook to prove that practically every member of the 
association had been refused contracts for more than one year 


nd that in ‘some instances publishers had been forced to 


from hand to mouth” in the matter of their paper suppl; All 
these replies were received the later part of last September o1 
early in October Evidence also was adduced to show that in 


many instances changes had been made in selling agencies, and 
that contracts now were being made direct with the mills 
Mr. Norris furnished a list of papers to which the pri 


ice of paper 
had been raised, and the amounts of the increase per ton. The in 
creases were not uniform, even in the same localities In C 

fornia, for instance, the increase to the Redlands Review was $17, 


while to the Sacramento Union it was only $2. In Hartford, Conn.. 


the price to the Globe was increased $13.40, and to the Courant onl 
$12. Similar irregularity was shown in all the States 


Mr. Norris closed his testimony for the dav by submitting evi 


dence from a great number of newspapers that paper mills had shu 


down or restricted their output, giving various reasons therefor 


such, for instance, as that there was no water, or that there was 
i lack of the wood supply and in some cases no explanation at all 
for a shutdown of several months 


Mr. Norris presented a statement of the latest 


st prices ot pape! 

ported to the association by 153 newspapers, ranging from $8s 
down to $41.80 a ton at the mill. He read a number of replies of 
newspapers to a query by the association as to whether or not in 


1906 they were given any intimation by the paper makers of an 





advance in price. All the replies were to the effect that such inti 
mation had been given by paper agents and traveling representatives 
of paper houses 

Questioning by Mr. Mann developed that Herman Ridder, of the 
New Yorker Staats-Zeitung, president of the association, made a 
contract in 1906 for paper at $35 a ton, but that he is now paying 
$49 a ton. That contract, Mr. Norris said, ran for a year. and before 
that he paid $40 a ton. 

“Was the $35 a ton as low a contract as he ever had?” Mr. Mann 
asked.

\t the afternoon session Mr. Norris submitted further evidence 
tending to show that a combination exists and that the price of 
paper is being fixed. He refuted the contention of the manufac 
turers that this increase in price has been partly due to higher 
freight rates, and submitted a communication from the Interstate 
Commerce Commission showing the freight rates from the principal 
mills to the larger consuming points, from which it appeared that 
with one or two exceptions there had been no increase for several 


ears, and in two instances the statement showed a reduction in 


Upon resuming his testimony on Wednesday before the select 


ommittee of the House on wood pulp and print paper, John Norris, 
business manager of the New York Times, furnished the commit 
tee with data showing that H. G. Craig & Co, controlled the output 
ot seven independent mills. Until these mills were combined into 
one selling agency, Mr. Norris said, there was no concentration of 
control of news print paper mill Responding to a series of ques 
tions from Chairman Mann, Mr. Norris said that the mills con

“Is it your claim,” Mr, Mann asked, “that all these mills agree 
upon a price which H. G. Craig & Co. carry out, or after confer 
ence, that they decide upon the price which they carry out, so that 
here 1s no variation in price—no competition: 

‘The claim of the publishers,” the witness replied, “is that in some 
way, either by direction of Craig & Co. or by arrangement with 
hem, a common price is agreed on among all the mills.” 

Several letters from publishers were put in evidence giving indi 
cations of the existence of a paper trust. One was written in No 
vember, 1907, by V. S. McClatchy, publisher of the Evening Bee, 
Sacramento, Cal., who spoke of a contract he had with the William 
ette mill for paper at $2.60 per hundred, but which price was raised 
to $2.80 at the expiration of the contract. At the same time Mr 
Met latchy said he had a bid from F, W. Leadbetter, on behalf of 
the Columbia River Paper Company, for $2.25 f. o. b. Portland, 
which would mean $2.50 at Sacramento, but that prior to the opera 
on of the mill it was provided that the paper would be furnished 
by the Crown-Columbia mills 


From these Crown-Columbia mills, Mr. McClatchy wrote, 


we had at times been supplied with paper under the Willamette 
ontract, as there was some sort of working agreement between 
he two.” The result was, he said, that the Willamette people ob 


ected, and Mr. Leadbetter asked permission to fill his contract 


rom Eastern mills, which was granted, and for some time he was 
supplied by the Rhinelander (Wis.) mills, Mr. Leadbetter paying 
10 cents per 100 more than his contract price. “He was thus ap 
parently disciplined,” said Mr. McClatchy, “for having interfered 
to take from the Willamette a customer whom they regarded as 


tneir own . 


By way of fixing the date when the paper companies refused to 
make quotations, Mr. Norris placed in evidence letters from paper 
manufacturers in response to requests for prices. 

“Was that because they did not have any paper on hand to 
meet the demand of the newspapers?” Mr. Stafford inquired 

“It shows,” replied Mr. Norris, “that in some way which we 
have not yet uncovered, it was part of a programme by which they 
would not make quotations.” 

Most of the letters were dated June or July, 1907

President Roosevelt Has Invited President Cowles, of the Amer- 
ican Paper and Pulp Association, to Be Present at the Conser- 
vation of Natural Resources Congress—Invitation Accepted. 


President Roosevelt has invited David S. Cowles as president of 
the American Paper and Pulp Association to attend the confet 
ence of the Governors of the several States and Territories which 
W be held at the White House on May 13 to 15 to consider the 
onservation of the country’s natural resources 

The conserving of its natural reseurces is, perhaps, the most 

portant question the United States has to deal with at the 
present time, and the President believes that the conference will 
rank among the more notable meetings in the history of the 
country. The Chief Executive shows his recognition of the paper 


industry when he invites the co-operation of the American Paper 
and Pulp Association, having in mind no doubt-its close relatior 
to the timber resources of the country. 

Mr. Cowles, in his letter of acceptancee, says that there are tw: 
questions of intense and vital interest to the paper making in 
dustry, namely, the preservation of our forests and the develop 
ment of water powers. He also states that where spruce timber

day. It was notable for several reasons. While the year was re- 
ported by Publishing Agent Funk to have been unqualifiedly suc- 
cesstul, nevertheless the indebtedness for the year was not greatly 
reduced 


for the past year amounted to a little over $3,250. On the subject 


Figures submitted by the agent show that the decrease

Outstanding bonds, $207,000; borrowed money, $80,025; owing on 
accounts with other houses, $7,243.03 Potal, $303,268.03. It is 
explained that this small reduction in the indebtedness was due to 


several reasons. One was the purchase of real estate on Market 


street for $16,000 Chis purchase was made to make possible the 
removal of the engine room to the rear of the big Fourth street 


printing plant. It was also stated that it was necessary during the 


ear to Carry a heavier stock ol paper o! various grades tor use 


the different departments of the publishing house 


[he management also decided to buy new linotypes and machin- 
ery for the pressroom, costing $12,000 or mors Che outlay for new 
things during the year was $39,045.52 

It is explaimed that considering the volume of business trans 
ucted by the publishing house only a small amount of money is 
lue other firms. During the fifteen days previous to the closing 
of the books on April 1 the house collected $40,000, while the busi- 


ness of the plant maintained itself 


Agent Funk’s report states that the house will suffer a loss on 
vccount of the failure of the World’s Events Publishing Company, 
which recently acquired extensive offices in the United Brethren 
Building and made a $50,000 contract with the company. The 
umount of the loss is not given. Receiver Miller is connected with 
the publishing house as treasurer Che sum of $9,342.65 was paid 
ut during the year in subsidies, which brings the total gross profits 


p to $48,206.30 


While a greater volume of work was done in the job department, 
it was taken on a closer margin than ever before. The explanation 
is given that even during dull times the “U. B.” publishing house 
can obtain job work and that the plant will be kept busy

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BUSINESS DOES NOT GAIN—HOLDING OFF, 


Dealers and Consumers of Paper Are Disposed to Wait for De- 
velopments—The Federal Investigation and the Lowering of 
Quotations Have Had a Depressing Effect on the Market. 


Phe outlook for a better demand for paper in the New York 
market is not very encouraging, the week’s developments having 
a strong tendency to still further depress business in the local 
trade. Influences of a most disturbing nature made their appear 
ance, and this, coupled with the mixed trade sentiment, brought 
about a condition almost bordering on demoralization. In view 
of the present situation the dealers are placing very few orders 
with the mills. Consumers, too, show a disposition to hold back 
even on orders for immediate consumption. In fact, hesitancy 
ind conservatism seem to rule with the trade and consumers to 
an extent not approached in recent years. Some of the jobbers 
do not at present favor a reduction in prices, due, no doubt, to 
the fact that they do not relish a cut with higher priced goods on 
hand. The situation with the majority of the manufacturers is 
apparently getting worse, because they are barely able to secure 
sufficient new business to keep their mills running from day to 
day. Price cutting is becoming more apparent on all grades, with 
the possible exception of book and writing papers. A general cut 
on manila and fibre papers now seems imminent because of the 
Federal investigation, and the fact that one large Eastern company

The Hamilton coated paper plant is still receiving ample supplies 
of fibre from the North Carolina mills and has been enabled to 
run right along. The capacity of several mills has been greatly les- 
sened because of the slowness of the trade, but the spring business

Bradstreet’s on the State of Trade. 

Improved weather conditions and excellent crop reports through 
cut the greater part of the country, says Bradstreet’s, coupled with 
the favorable construction put upon recent financial developments, 
have made for the growth of a better feeling as regards the out- 
look, but the actual effect upon distributive trade and industry is 
as yet of the slightest. Some gain is reported in a few sections, no- 
tably the South and Central West, in retail trade, but at the South 
retail business since Easter is rather quieter, and Easter trade as 
a whole was not up to expectations. Some enlargement in filling- 
in orders by jobbers is noted, and a few Western points report 
slightly more buying for fall delivery, but hesitancy and conserva- 
tism rule operations to an extent not approached of recent years 

There is an unquestionably better tone in the securities markets, 
bonds have sold better, and tie probable great success of a large 
bond issue, that of the Pennsylvania Railroad, coupled with very 
easy money, has led to a more confident feeling as to the future. 
\t the moment, however, demand for iron and steel, copper, coal, 
coke and kindred lines is.at a very low ebb, price cutting is more 
apparent, and trade sentiment is mixed. In other lines of industry 
quiet rules. 

A large number of soft coal miners resumed work this week. 
Textiles are very much depressed, though weather and crop re- 
ports are harbingers of hope for the future, and short time is well- 
nigh universal North and South. Cotton prices reflect this in an- 
other very heavy break in futures, and wool is dull and rather 
lower. Wheat prices for cash and May have advanced sharply on 
statistical grounds, sympathized in by new crop months to a lesser 
extent despite glowing crop reports. Trade and stock market dull- 
ness and Easter holidays have reduced bank clearings quite heav- 
ily from a year ago. April railway earnings so far reported indi- 
cate a loss of 15 to 16 per cent. from the same period a year ago, 
the heaviest decreases so far reported, and comparing with a loss 
for the entire month of March of 14 per cent. 

The superabundance of and easy rates of money are deserving 
of special mention. All markets report great ease and a plethora 
of funds seeking investment, with little call for commercial pur- 
poses. The freest market for commercial paper for some time past 
is reported, but trade dullness contracts borrowing, and close scru- 
tiny of names also limits business. At a few markets a slight bet- 
terment in collections is reported, but payments as a whole are still 
rather backward, and extensions are still mentioned as being asked.

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BEHAVIOR OF RESULTANTS.

Hithert: these serials we have discussed only some of the 
obvious points involved in our designs. We propose in this and 
following articles to look somewhat more closely into the applied 
mechanics of the construction. 

At this point the writer finds himself in difficulties. He real- 
izes that he is addressing, through the medium of a technical 
journal of the highest class, a very mixed audience. Doubtless 
the larger portion consists of professional men, and the writer is 
under a constant temptation to draw down to demonstrations 
and to language strictly technical in character. (Note.—This arti- 
cle was originally written for the Engineering Record and the 
Engineering News.)

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At the other extreme there is an interested audience which ulti- 
mately supplies a large amount of business (for this is frankly an 
advertisement), to whom analytical or graphic demonstrations 
and the language of the office would convey little meaning; and 
with these we should use colloquial language with off-hand dem- 
onstrations and analogies. This, however, would fail to satisfy 
the rigid requirements of the engineer. The difficulty is very 
genuine. It may best be met by so framing our articles as to ap- 
peal to the middle class of non-professional but highly trained 
men who occupy the responsible positions in most business or- 
ganizations of today. In reaching these we wil! not shoot too far 
above the layman, nor will our projectiles lack force when they 
reach the engineer 

We boldly state of our design at the outset that it is a strictly 
scientific and the on/y scientific design for the purpose of a water 
barrier—this apart from its practical value. Let us examine step 
by step and see whether this is so. 

Fig. 1 is a drawing of the standard proportions of a solid dam 
designed on the “middle third” principle. When the pond is empty 
the only force involved is the weight of the dam acting vertically 
through its centre of gravity on the line R-1 cutting the rear edge 
of the “middle third.” The maximum pressure is at the extreme 
upper edge of the dam and diminishes uniformly toward the toe, 
at which point it becomes zero—and the diagram of the base 
pressure is therefore the triangle B-C-T. 

As the dam begins to fill the resultant pressures pass succes- 
sively through the several positions from R-1 to R-6, moving in 
all cases toward the toe of the dam. When under the maximum 
assumed flood, the final resultant R-6 will usually cut the down 
stream edge of the “middle third.” The base pressures have now 
reversed themselves and are once more represented by triangle 





B-D-T, but with the maximum pressure falling on the toe of the 
dam and the pressure at the heel zero. 

Now even under the normal conditions we have a most un- 
favorable distribution of base pressures. The whole structure is 
constantly stressed up to the safe limit—a procedure not tolerated 
in other lines of mechanics on so low a factor of safety and sub- 
mitted to by hydraulic engineers only because of the limitation of 
cost. To clearly perceive this, imagine that through some un- 
usual cloud-burst, such as carried out so many solid dams in the 
South a few years ago, the assumed flood was materially ex- 
ceeded. Immediately the resultant advances to the position A-A 
and the base pressure concentrates toward the toe of the dam, 
with a negative pressure at and near the heel of the dam from 
B to M, tending to lift it from its base at that section—or, if an- 
chored, to put a tensile strain upon the masonry which it has no 
capacity to bear. The virtual base of the dam is now shortened 
to the line M-T, and the strain upon the masonry at the toe passes 
the safe limit of crushing. So at a certain point the dam ruptures 
or becomes scriously weakened. 

Now all the above being elementary and well known, we pass 
on to a new investigation. Fig. 2 is practically reproduced from 
one of our recent designs for a rollway 108 feet high. In this case 
the up stream slope of the dam is 1 to 1—not a fixed angle with 
us by any means. The effective base of the dam is 184 feet, 
neglecting the concave toe. The locus of its centre of gravity is 
first found by a tedious process of moments about a vertical axis. 
When the pond is empty the pressure as before is in a vertical 
line, but now it cuts the base almost exactly at its centre, the dis- 
tribution of base pressure being nearly uniform, represented 
by B-1, 

At one-quarter full, W-2, the water pressure is at P-2 and 
normal to the deck—the resultant instead of advancing down 
stream retreats up stream to R-2, and the base pressures are a 
trapezoid B-2. 

At half full the resultant and base pressures are respectively 
at R-3 and B-3. 


At three-quarters full the resultant moves to R-4, still up 
stream, and the base pressure is B-4—still an easy trapezoid. 
But now the resultant has reached its extreme movement up 
stream and the base pressures are in their most unfavorable con- 
dition, although still far better distributed than in a solid dam; 
but even so, a dam three-quarters full is a rare working condition 
in practice, 

Now comes the interesting fact that when the dam is completely 
full the resultant R-5 has moved back toward the centre of the 
dam, and the corresponding base pressure improves to B-5. 


Finally the dam working under its calculated flood shows the 
resultant R-6 falling still nearer the centre and the distribution of 
pressure, B-6, practically uniform 


This is indeed a remarkable phenomenon, and we have found 
not a few engineers who were disposed to question it when made 
as a bare statement. Consider the limiting case, however: With 
a flood of infinite depth applied to the up-stream face only and 
neglecting the weight of water on the apron, the pressure would 
be normal to the deck through its centre at M-M. Note that 
even then the resultant falls far within the “middle third.” This 
consideration has, of course, no practical value, but serves to 
throw a strong light on the behavior of the resultants within 
finite limits. 

Stated in the abstract, it would be something of a problem to 
put up to an engineer so to design a dam that its resultants 
should retreat up stream as the dam filled until it was nearly full, 
and that they should then advance down stream until when under 
flood they should be found near the centre—and further that the 
distribution of maximum base pressures under flood should be 
more nearly uniform than in any other condition save only that 
of the dam empty. We freely admit that we did not set out to 
design a dam along these lines. We built it first with a general 
instinctive appreciation of the behavior of the water in increasing 
the stability of the dam, but more particularly for its very many 
practical and economical advantages. Our first dams being small 
and insignificant, called for no special investigation beyond what 
was obvious. Inasmuch, however, as the greater portion of our 
business now relates to dams of great and increasing height, it 
has become necessary for us to undertake a careful analysis of all 
the stresses. In carrying out this work, we have felt it desirable 
to call in the services of the best consulting talent in the country 
in order that we might have the benefit of new viewpoints and 
considerations, realizing fully that intense concentration on one 


line of investigation might wear a rut along which we would un- 
consciously travel.

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AGREED ON METHOD OF PULP SAMPLING. 


The English Paper Makers and the Scandinavian Pulp Men Have 
Finally Agreed on the Terms and Conditions Upon Which 
They Will Do Business—How the Sampling Shall Be Done. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Lon von ngland, April 17, 1908—The British Paper Makers’ 
Association h at last tentatively agreed with the Scandinavian 
pulp makers to try for one year at least the method of sampling 
and testing wood pulp, as provided for in the following contract 
not

lhe conditions of the Wood Pulp Contract Note, as amended, 
read as tollows 

(1) Packing and HW eight.—The pulp to be packed in bales of de 
clared uniform weight, or a specification to be given stating the 
weight and number of each bale. The price is per ton of 2,240 
pounds (1,015 kilos) gross for net 

(2) Definition of “Aw-dry.”—By “air-dry” weight is understood 
ninety parts of absolutely dry pulp and ten parts water 

(3) Quantity —Should the buyers question the quantity of pulp 
invoiced, the dispute shall be forthwith determined by an agreed 
qualified analyst of acknowledged good standing. In the event of 
a dispute as to the appointment of an analyst, the buyer shall submit 
three names from a list of analysts approved by the British and 
Scandinavian Pulp and Paper Associations to the seller, one of 
whom must be selected. The test must take place within ten days 
of the claim being made 

Che analyst shall, at the consumer's mill, or at any public wharf 
dock, or station in the United Kingdom forthwith sample and sub 
sequently test the pulp, and determine the quantity to be re-in 
voiced. Not less than half the parcel in dispute shall be available, 
otherwise no claim is permissible 

The samples to be drawn from accurately weighed and intact 
bales, as nearly as possible in the manner agreed upon by the Brit 
ish and Scandinavian Pulp and Paper Associations. At least 2 
per cent., and not more than 4 per cent., of the bales to be sampled, 
but in no case less than six bales. The analyst may at his discre- 
tion, within three days, test a further 2 per cent. of the parcel 

The award to be final, and the costs to follow the result, but 
should the difference not exceed 0.5 per cent. the pulp shall not be 
re-invoiced, and the costs shall be borne by the buyer 

(4) Qua \ny dispute as to quality shall be referred to ar- 
bitration. Should the delivery of pulp be found, upon arbitration, 
not to be reasonably equal to the sample sold upon, it shall be left 
to the arbitrators or umpire to decide whether the pulp shall be re- 
jected or taken at an adequate allowance. Fully half the parcel 
must be available for examination 

(5) / fajeure—The buyers or sellers may suspend deliv 
eries under this contract pending any contingency beyond their con 
trol which prevents or hinders the manufacturer of paper or the 
manufacture or delivery of pulp, viz., The act of God, war, strikes, 
lock-out, drought, flood, accidents, total or partial fire, obstruction 
of navigation by ice at port of shipment, and loss and detention 
at sea, or the like. The party affected shall give prompt notice to 


the other party of the cause and commencement of such suspension, 


and also of when it ceases to have effect, and deliveries shall be re 
sumed / according to the production of the sellers or the 
consumption of the buyers. When such suspension shall have con- 
tinued for calendar month the delivery for that period shall be 
nless otherwise agreed. For each succeeding period of 
he same course shall be taken.

for the buyers’ account. On the other hand, failure of the sellers 
to make delivery entitles the buyers, after fourteen days’ notice, to 
purchase against them Each delivery under this contract to be 
treated as a separate contract, and failure to give or take any de- 
livery shall not void the contract as to other deliveries 

(7) Default, Bankruptcy, or Insolvency.—lf the buyers make de- 
fault in any payment in terms of contract, or become subject to the 
Bankruptcy Laws, or, being a joint stock company (whether con- 
stituted under British or foreign laws) become insolvent, or go into 
liquidation, or have a receiver appointed at the instance of the de- 
benture holders or other creditors, the sellers may, at their option, 
withhold or refuse to make further deliveries 

(8) Time Limit All claims must be made in writing within 
fourteen days after the delivery of the consignment at the con- 
sumer’s mill, wharf, or station in the United Kingdom, and no 
claims posted after said period shall be recognized 

(9) Duties.—In the case of duties being imposed at British ports 
on wood pulp, such duties shall be borne by the buyers 

(10) Arbitration —All disputes under this contract shall be set- 
tled in the United Kingdom by arbitration under the Arbitration 
Act, 1889. Each party to appoint an arbitrator, who upon questions 
of quality shall be an expert in paper or pulp, and they to appoint 
their umpire before proceeding on the reference. If either party 
fails to appoint an arbitrator within fourteen days of notice in writ- 
ing requiring him to do so, the arbitrator appointed by the other 
party shall act for both parties, and his award shall bind both 
parties as if he had been appointed by consent 

This matter of sampling pulp has been in dispute for years. Now 
that the committees have come to an agreement, it is to be hoped 
that the terms of the contract note will prove mutually satisfactory,

Ottumwa, lowa, Complains About Freight Rates. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Wasuinoton, D. C., April 28, 1908.—The Ottumwa Commercial 
Club has filed a complaint with the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion against the C., B. & Q., C., M. & St. P., and the C., R. I and 
P. railroads attacking the rates to Ottumwa as compared with 
other places in the same territory, in that they are discriminatory 
against Ottumwa and in favor of Davenport, Rock Island, Moline, 
Fort Madison and Keokuk. All of these cities are competitors of 
‘Ottumwa both in manufacturing and jobbing 

The petition attacks the class rates, and especially some of the 
specific rates. For instance, the rate on newspaper from Chicago 
to Ottumwa is .17.5, the distance 280 miles, and the rate per ton 
mile, .0125; to Burlington the rate is 10 cents, distance 206 miles, 
and the rate per ton per mile only .0098 cents, while to Kansas City 
the rate is 20 cents, distance 500 miles, and the rate per ton mile 
only .oo8. It is asked that this rate to Ottumwa should be made 
13 cents 

On wrapping paper, from Chicago to Ottumwa the rate is 17.5, 
or an average of .o125 per ton mile; to Burlington, 10 cents, .o098 
per ton mile, and to Kansas City, 23 cents, or .o092 per ton mile. It 
is asked that this rate be reduced to 13 cents 

On building paper the rate from Chicago to Ottumwa is 13 cents, 
or .0092 per ton mile; to Burlington, it is 9 cents, or .oo88 per ton 
mile, and to Kansas City, 15 cents, or .006 per ton mile. It is asked 
that this rate be reduced to 12 cents per hundred pounds

Hearst Advocates a Fair Deal for Paper Men. 


The Evening Journal of New York, one of W. R. Hearst's seven 


daily papers, in its Tuesday edition contained the editorial printed 


below.

In the United States there are more than a thousand edito: 
extremely friendly to a high tariff. Those high tariff editors 
believe that we should have a big tax on wool, another big tax 
on diamonds, another on coal, steel, eggs, meat. Whatever is 
used in the ordinary American household they really think ought 
to be taxed highly. They'll tell you that you ought to protect the 
poor home farmer by taxing the foreign farmer’s products of all 
kinds. You ought to protect the poor American manufacturer, 
such as the poor United States Steel Trust, or the poor American 
Coa! Trust, by taxing every foreign steel man and coal man 
You must protect the honest American workman by putting a 
big tax on everything that he makes, in order to make him pros- 
perous. 

This high tariff song has been sung enthusiastically by the 
thousand and more high tariff editors for year and years 3ut 
suddenly there comes a change in their song There comes some 
thing which the comic actor of the Weber and Fields type would 
call “a sour note.” The high tariff editors have suddenly dis 
covered that you ought to tax everything made abroad except 
what they use, and you ought to protect with high tariff all 
American labor except the American labor for which they have 
lo pay. 

The great item in the cost of a newspaper is the white paper 
on which the newspaper is printed. White paper is made of wood 
pulp. Wood pulp ‘and white paper are very heavily taxed under 
our tariff system.’ And all the high tariff editors suddenly dis- 
cover that there’s just one exception in the beautiful high tariff 
argument—the white paper and the wood pulp that they are com- 
pelled to buy ought to come in free of duty. 

We have no desire to hurt the feelings of high tariff editors, or 
low tariff editors, or any kind of editors. But we must say that 
these high spirited journalistic defenders of the workman and 
of the American manufacturer cut rather a comic figure when the 
tariff begins to touch their own pockets. We should like to ask 
these high tariff editors a few pertinent questions 


Is there any more reason for giving you freedom from the tariff 
than for giving that freedom to any other American business man? 
No tariff on white paper or on wood pulp would enable you to 
manufacture your newspapers more cheaply. No tariff on wool 
would enable the clothing man to manufacture his clothing more 


cheaply. No tariff on foodstuffs—meat, sugar, eggs—would enable 
the American mother to feed her children more cheaply. Can you 


mention any special reason why the tariff should exempt you, while

Beating As It Was, Is and May Be. 


At a recent meeting of the Scottish Papermakers’ Association, 
on Wednesday, the 8th inst., at the Caledonian Station Hotel, Edin- 
burgh, J. H. Annandale, of Polton, at the request of the associa- 
tion, read a most interesting and instructive paper on “Beating: As 
it Was, Is, and May Be.”

Forestry and Rosin Production in Prussia. 
In a recent speech before the Prussian Legislature, Herr Hermann 
Horn, of Goslar, emphasized the recommendations of Herr Pod 
bielski and other authorities to plant trees on land not yielding 





good resu from agriculture, this principle having been advo- 
cated by forestry associations and by the authorities interested in 
the subject 

lhe need of such measures is illustrated by the fact that the 
German imports of timber, pulp wood and sawed lumber for 1907 
exceeded those of 1906 by respectively 11.7 per cent., 23 per cent 


and 3.9 per cent. The total German imports of unmanufactured and 


semi-manufactured wood in various forms for 1907 equaled about 
$87,000,000, the bulk of the increase of receipts coming from Rus 
sia. Special anxiety is felt by the pulp industry at this situation and 
as to the future supply of Germany’s requirements in wood, for 


the purpose of partially meeting which certain enterprising German 
pulp manufacturers have acquired large forest properties in Rus- 
sia. The only countries meeting their home demands and with a 
surplus of wood available for export are Austria-Hungary, Rou- 
mania, Scandinavia, Servia, Russia, Finland and Canada. The fact 
that the needs of other countries have to be met from the sources 
named has caused a steady advance in prices of late years 

In view of the wood for making pulp not taking so long to grow 
as that for beams and other purposes, the importance and econ- 
omic advantages of promoting the cultivation of the former were 
forcibly brought out by the speaker. In this connection attention 
was drawn to the competition of iron and concrete building ma- 
terials with wood for structural purposes and the probable effect 


on consumption 


Another portion of Herr Horn’s address was devoted to the 
question of rosin supply, for which Germany, with a yearly con- 
sumption of 90,000 tons, is practically dependent on the United 
States. The situation thus created is rendered still more difficult 
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by the action of the American trust, which has driven up prices 
more than 100 per cent. as compared with 1901. The development 
of rosin production in the Germar. forests was urged as being an 
economic step of the highest value and importance to various 
national industries 

With respect to the distribation of wood from state owned for- 
ests, it is remarked that wood buyers prefer the system of public 
auction to that of sale by tender, except under special circumstances. 
Finally the hope was expressed that the Prussian forest authorities 
would endeavor to meet the views of the industries treating the 
raw materials grown under their official jurisdiction. 


Coating of Paper with Heavy Colors. 

\ German patent recently granted to Krause & Baumann, of 
Dresden, covers a process for applying color under friction to a 
web of paper so arranged that it passes under two rollers, one of 
which precedes the other. By this method heavy colors, such as 
are used for chromo printing, can be directly applied to the web 
of paper, as shown by the accompanying drawing 

The web a coming from the pulley is conducted under a guide 





—— 


roll b and over a guide roll c, to be then conducted round a roll d. 
Under the latter is placed a trough e filled with color and mixtures 
of same, in which a roll f rotates, which has a smooth surface. 
he space between the rolls d and f for the conduct of the web a 
can be accurately adjusted by an appli nce for that purpose. For 
the conveying of a more abundant quantity of color the color trough 
roll f has a speed about 4o per cent. in excess of that of roll d. 
Che color therefore accumulates at the point g, where these rolls 
meet, the carrying of air into the color being at the same time pre- 
vented. The superfluous color runs back into the trough without 
being mixed with air or consequent effervescing. The unequal 
speed at which the rolls d and f rotate produces friction, which 
crushes and pulverizes the particles of color of irregular thickness 
or the small lumps softened through the cooling of the color. 

In order to smooth the color which has already been uniformly 
applied to the web of paper before the appearance of swelling, 
blistering or creasing, rulers A and i, or rolls, are placed nearly 
above the centre of roll d. For the purpose of correcting any un- 
evenness which may still exist in the color applied the rulers or 
rolls receive a slight lateral oscillatory movement. 

The patent claim is thus summarized: Process for coating paper 
in the form of webs, particularly with heavy colors for the produc- 
tion of chromo and art printing paper, characterized by the web 
being immediately conducted under friction past an accumulation 
of color between too smooth rolls, such friction being created at 
the point of contact by the greater speed of one of the rolls.

PAPER.—Little change has taken place in trade conditions 
throughout the country. Whatever gain has been made has been 
in favor of the Western market. The depression seems to be more 
intense in the East, with the New York market as a central point. 
There has been no actual enlargement on any grade of paper, and 
certain influences are now at work which tend to further depress 
the whole market. The disturbing elements are the tariff question, 
the Federal investigation to ascertain if the manufacturers are 
conducting their business in restraint of trade, and the fact that 
quotations are being lowered. Trade with the dealers is still of 
small proportions, because consumers have not had occasion as yet 
to increase their orders beyond present needs. In-eview of present 
market conditions the jobbing trade is still confining its efforts to 
reducing stock on hand. The mills, in most instances, are in a 
serious position as regards orders, which continue on an unusually 
small scale. A general break on Manila and Fibre papers is ex- 
pected now that one of the large mills in the East making high 
grade goods has reduced its prices 4c. The latter announcement 
came unexpectedly, and it caused the whole trade, and especially the 
manufacturers of cheap wrapping papers, to sit up and take notice. 
Prices seem to be gradually weakening under the force of natural 
conditions, and further concessions are being made on News, Ma- 
nila and Fibre, Side Runs and Tissue papers, including Box Boards 
New business, however, shows no increase despite the lower prices, 
thus reflecting the views of the trade and consumers alike regarding 
the present market situation.
